GEORGE A. SIAW, president 
of the 16-month-o)d non - profit 
corporation, reviewed its pro­ 
gress to date and pointed out 
that an adequate financial back­ 
log ii needed now to rn 0 v e 
ahead with the serious business 
of persuading industries to lo­ 
cate new plants in this region. 
Advance 
pledges 
of $3,000 
were reported during the meet­ 
ing and contributions of $2,300 
more were made after S h a w 
spoke, so the campaign w a s 
$6,100 along the way before the 
•0-minute session ended. 
Shaw pointed out the g o a l 
can be attained if each pros­ 
pect contributes an average of 
$175. He asked minimum pledg­ 
es at $106, but explained t h e 
tax • deductible contributions 
may ba spread across 1964, 1965 


and 1966, if the individual de­ 
sires. 


THE CHAMBER of Commerce 
office will serve as headquar 
ters for the drive. Shaw explain­ 
ed that contributions and pledge 
cards may be mailed to the CIO 
at Post Office Box 94.

The unions issued a strike call 
Tuesday after negotiations with 
the railroads broke down ta 
Washington. The railroads filed 
a petition in federal court ta 
Chicago asking that the sched­ 
uled strike be postponed and 


requesting a temporary injunc­ 
tion. 
Judge Perry said he would 
hear arguments for a tempo­ 
rary injunction after he issues 
the restraining order Monday. 
The carriers argued that the 
strike deadline is an illegal at­ 
tempt to compel the railroads to 
bargain directly with the three 
unions, rather than with the 
AFLrCIO 
Railway 
Employes 
Department. 
The unions, in their reply, 
contended the court is without 
jurisdiction in the dispute, the 
railroads’ complaint fails to 
state a claim for relief, and the 
three unions are autonomous 
and need not bargain through 
the employes department. 
The unions involved are toe 
Electrical Workers, Machinists 
and Sheet Metal Workers. 
The railroads contend a na­ 
tionwide work stoppage would 


cost them a daily loss ta opera­ 
ting revenues of $26,752,000. 
They have stood solidly be­

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No More U.N. Interventions 


Thanks to slick parliamentary proced­ 
ure that keeps the right hand from know­ 
ing officially what the left hand is do­ 
ing unofficially, there will be no 1964 
showdown over delinquent dues in the 
United Nations. 
The m atter will be put over until early 
next year, after a Christmas recess. By 
that time, it is believed, the United States, 
Russia and France will have worked out 
an “arrangement.” 
But there is one firm result in this 
showdown that was narrowly averted. 
There will be no more U. N. interven­ 
tions. The fiasco in the Congo was the 
last attempt to regularize internal politics 
with outside forces. 
The United States will never let itself 
be involved again. 
Whatever doubts it may have after 
South Korea were resolved by what has 
happened in South Viet Nam, where it 
is going it alone in its peace-keeping. 
The theory of intervention to keep the 
peace sounds good. But the practice of 
being criticized from all sides and un­ 


dergoing a blood bath as the price of 
intervention is intolerable. 
Intervention was only a makeshift sub­ 
stitute for a U. N. military arm poised 
to strike at aggression anywhere, any­ 
time. The military arm never was created. 
The same misgivings that made a mili­ 
tary arm impossible finally have made 
makeshift military force impractical. Iron­ 
ically, the United Nations had pulled out 
of the Congo last June. The bicker over 
assessments for the unsuccessful interven­ 
tion there is occurring after the U. N.’s 
own tacit admission of failure.

They never realized before that the 
Founding Fathers, fearful of popular vot­ 
ing, had made sure that neither the 
president nor U. S. senators would be 
chosen by that unreliable method. 
The electoral college, the original de­ 
vice for protecting the presidency from 
popular voting, meets next Monday. Ac­ 
tually, It doesn’t even do that. Electors 
gather in their state capitals and cast 
their votes for the president and vice 
president of the United States. They never 
actually see one another. 
They could elect anyone. They are not 
bound to follow the popular vote. 
Four years ago, an elector from Okla­ 
homa, whose voters supported Richard 
M. Nixon, voted for Harry F. Byrd of 
Virginia.

Johnson will receive the votes of 486 
electors from 44 states and the District 
of Columbia. Sen. Barry M. Coldwater 
will receive 52 votes from the six states 
where he came out ahead.

The passages tell how railroads and 
canals were underpinned with shady ar­ 
rangements, how American Indians were 
corrupted, manhandled and slaughtered 
and how Yankee entrepreneurs entre- 
prenued “squares” out of their buckskin 
breeches.

To conduct a war is not the 
task of prime ministers or pres­ 
idents. It’s the specific obliga­ 
tion of men who have spent 
their lives studying the mistakes 
of past wars and the various 
contingencies 
that may 
arise 
some day in a nuclear or non­ 
nuclear war. 
Yet the impression conveyed 
today is that the Prime Minister 
of Britain, the President of the 
United States, and the President 
of France — or a civilian com­ 
mission — can determine t h e 
best 
military 
strategy. 
They 
presumably 
are 
to 
decide 
whether a multilateral mixed 
force of surface ships, or a 
broad consolidation of air, sea 
and land power, or a reorgan­ 
ization of NATO would furnish 
the best offense and defense. 


IF THERE IS one* lesson to 
be learned from two world wars, 
it is that political minds should 
not dominate military strategy. 
There wouldn’t be 
today 
in 
Europe a whole bloc of captive 
countries in the hands of the 
Soviets or an East and W e s t 
Germany or a divided Korea if 
sound military judgment h a d 
been used. 
The contradictions in policy 
nowadays are ominous. British 
Prim e Minister Harold Wilson 
thinks that there is little chance 
of a nuclear war. and hence that 
it’s best to cozy up to the 
Soviets by some form of accom­ 
modation. 
P r i m e Minister 
Chamberlain appeased Hitler in 
the same way and brought on 
World War II. 
If there’s anything that a dic­ 
tatorship regime is ready to 
take 
advantage 
of, 
it’s the 
weakness and vacillation, if not 
the craven attitude, of a poten­ 
tial enemy. 
Actually. Mr. Wilson, who has 
been conferring with President 
Johnson, has put forth one sound 
principle—namely, that a broad 
alliance of the Western powers 
with all parts of the military 
force joined together is better 
t h a n 
separate 
contingents 
operating independently. 


Back of the British prime 
minister’s proposal is a belief 
that the United States would 
bear the burden of whatever ex­ 
pense is involved, and that few­ 
er men would be enrolled ta mil­ 
itary service ta Britain if more 
dependence is placed on nuclear 
strength 
which 
is 
mobilized 
properly 
in 
advance by the 
Western World. 


THE UNITED STATES, on 
the other hand, rightly takes the 
position that, while an attack at 
the start with nuclear weapons 
is a possibility, not a probabil­ 
ity, the real danger lies ta what 
is called escalation from a con­ 
ventional to a nuclear war. So 
the defense mechanism has to 
be all inclusive and sufficiently 
manned to fight a land war in­ 
side Europe. 
President de Gaulle of France, 
arguing that the United States 
cannot be depended upon IO or 
15 years from now to defend Eu­ 
rope, insists on his own nuclear 
weapons and strategy. It’s a 
form 
of 
sincere 
but mis­ 
guided nationalism. 
De Gaulle wants to rely on 
an all-out nuclear response to * 
Soviet 
attack. 
But American 
military men ask what would be 
done if the Soviets decide to at­ 
tack with conventional forces 
and 
gain considerable ground 
because of the fact that France 
has no large or effective land 
force of its own to meet such 
an invasion. 
The military experts of t h e 
United States, furthermore, be­ 
lieve in a strategy of a grad 
uated defense which would be 
conventional 
if 
possible but 
which 
would become nuclear 
only when absolutely necessary. 


IT’S ESSENTIAL that there 
be not only a comprehensive 
plan that stands a good chance 
of victory but one that has the 
whole 
hearted 
support of all 
members of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 
The big problem is how to de­ 
fend Europe and America this 
year and 
in 
the 
immediate 
future — not just IS years 
hence An adversary will take 
grave 
chances 
whenever the 
other side appears to be dis­ 
united. 
There is no simple answer 
to all this. But the quicker the 
political leaders of the Western 
powers let their best military 
minds come up with the most 
effective plan for the defense of 
both 
Europe 
and the United 
States and adopt it, the sooner 
the question of how or when the 
trigger shall be pulled or 
by 
whom and how the armament 
expense shall be apportioned 
will be seen in better perspec­ 
tive. 
The peoples of the West will 
more readily support whatever 
program is then deemed neces­ 
sary to prevent a nuclear war 
and assure world peace.

WASHINGTON UFI - L a s t 
spring W. A. (Tony) Boyle ob­ 
tained for his U n i t e d Mine 
W orkers union a soft coal con­ 
tra c t he said was “ the best 
m ade by any labor organization 
anyw here.” 
Today, he had a new triumph: 
an overwhelming victory in the 
independent union’s first c o n ­ 
tested election in 40 years. Boyle 
thus won in his own right the 
union presidency he inherited 
last year. 
A union official said unofficial 
returns from Tuesday's election 
showed Boyle with OO per cent 
of the votes in his race against 
Steve Kochis Jr. of Clarksville, 
P a. 
The fiO-year-old Montana Irish­ 
m an with bush red eyebrows 
thus has taken over as undis­ 
puted leader of his union — a 
post for which he has b e e n 
m arked for many years. 
In 1948. Boyle was president 
of UMW District 27 in Billings, 
Mont., when John L. Lewis, for 
3ft years the union’s s t o r m y 
president, brought him to Wash­ 
ington as his assistant. 
Boyle and Thomas Kennedy, 
the UMW vice president, helped 
Lewis run the union. Insiders 
said that when Lewis roared de­ 
fiance, Kennedy quietly put on 
the brakes and Boyle was the 
m an in the middle with the job 
of making both tactics succeed 
His years as Lewis’ assistant 
m arked Boyle for future leader­ 
ship of the union. 
However, 
when asked last night for his es­ 
tim ate of Boyle, Lewis declined 
to comment. 
By 1960. Lewis, then 79, was 
ready to retire and Kennedy, a 
one-time lieutenant governor of 
Pennsylvania who had been the 
union's No. 2 m an for 35 years, 
stepped up to the top p o s t. 
Boyle becam e vice president. 
But Kennedy was 72 and in 
failing health. Boyle assumed 
m ore and more responsibilities, 
and in 1962 becam e acting pres­ 
ident. The next year he became 
president when Kennedy died. 
His first key test was to nego­ 
tiate a new contract with the 
bituminous mine owners. T h e 
result was a contract that pro­ 
vided the 150.000 soft coal min­ 
ers in 25 states with pay raises 
of 52 per day, a $25-a-year in­ 
crease in vacation pay to $225 
and seven paid holidays p l u s 
seniority on a minewide basis 
instead of according to each job 
classification.

MERIDIAN, Miss. (AP) - 
The Justice Department dis­ 
closes evidence today which it 
hopes will show the need for 
further legal action against 19 of 
t i men charged in connection 
with the slaying of three civil 
rights workers. 
The government must show. 
In a preliminary hearing before 
U.S. Commissioner Esther Cart­ 
er, “probable cause” for grand 
Jury action on charges filed in 
what the FBI calls a Kux Klux 
Kl an plot. 
Of the 21 arrested last Friday 
and later released on bonds, 19 
are charged with conspiracy to 
Interfere with the federal rights 
of the slain trio. The other two 
were charged as accessories 
after the fact. 
Only the state can file a mur­ 
der charge. It has made no 
move to do so. 
Informed sources said the 
FBI information would be out­ 
lined to Dist. Atty. W. H. John­ 
son for possible state action aft­ 
er the preliminary hearing 
Johnson's 
district 
includes 
Neshoba County, which takes in 
Philadelphia where the bodies 
of the three civil rights workers 
were found buried in a farm 
pond dam Aug. 4. 
Those charged include Nesho­ 
ba 
County Sheriff Lawrence 
Rainey, 41, of Philadelphia and 
his deputy, Cecil Price, 26. 
Price was among IO of the 
men the government accused of 
having actually plotted to inter- 
rept the trio and “assault, shoot 
and kill them.” 
Killed were Michael Schwer- 
ner, 24, and Andrew* Goodman. 
20. both white New Yorkers, and 
James Chaney, 21, a Meridian 
Negro. 
One of the 21 charged was 
arrested in Biloxi. His prelimi­ 
nary hearing comes up there 
Friday. Another was arrested in 
Shreveport, La., and his hearing 
will be held there. 
The law under which the 
charges were made has been on 
the books since 1870, and was 
passed with an eye toward the 
Ku Klux Elan which 


actively operating in the South.

Price said 
he watched them drive away.

Two days later, the burned- 
out remains of the trio’s station 
wagon was found in the swamps 
some 15 miles northeast of Phil­ 
adelphia. 
Reports circulated that a tip 
paid to an informant — as much 
as $30,000 — led to the discovery 
of the bodies buried under 20 
feet of dirt in the dam on prop­ 
erty owned by Oleo L. Burrage, 
34, who was among the 21 later 
charged.

Rusk replied 
that the troops were in South 
Viet Nam to assist the govern­ 
ment and people there in the 
defense against aggression from 
North Viet Nam and that the 
United 
States was fully 
in­ 
formed on infiltration of men 
and supplies from the north into 
the south. 
On another subject, Gromyko 
asked Rusk whether he had any 
new information to provide on 
the proposed formation of a nu­ 
clear weapons force by the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion. The Soviet Union has cam­ 
paigned against such a force on 
the ground that it would put nu­ 
clear weapons into the hands of 
West Germany. He attacked the 
project in his talk with Rusk as 
a means of disseminating nu­ 
clear weapons more widely. 
Rusk replied that the United 
States sees the measure as one 
which would block dissemina­ 
tion because the nuclear weap­ 
ons supplied to the proposed 
force would be covered by such 
strict international safeguards 


that no one country would be 
able to employ them. 
Gromyko’s interest* in plans 
for the force was sharpened by 
the fact that Johnson concluded 
Tuesday two days of confer­ 
ences with British Prime Minis­ 
ter Harold Wilson in which the 
nuclear weapons issue was the 
principal one discussed.

national Chairman Dean Burch. 
Sen. Barry Coldwater said 
after meeting in New York 
Wednesday with former Presi­ 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower and 
former Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon that they agree party 
leadership problems can best be 
solved by the National Commit­ 
tee. 
This was interpreted in Wash­ 
ington by some influential Re­ 
publicans as indicating that the 
defeated GOP presidential nom­ 
inee hopes to save Burch’s job 
by having the National Commit­ 
tee set up an all-faction leader­ 
ship council to voice party poli­ 
cies.

and Rep. William E. Miller, the 
GOP vice-presidential nominee, 
have kept the phone lines hot 
trying to drum up support for 
Burch at the forthcoming Jan. 
22-23 showdown meeting of the 
committee in Chicago. 
Miller, who preceded Burch 
as national chairman, denied he 
was making any canvass of the 
committee. 
“I’m just practicing law,” he 
said. 
Republican governors already 
have proposed setting up a poli­ 
cy council. Such a move has 
been approved by House minori­ 
ty leader Charles A. Halleck of 
Indiana.

Republican 
leader Everett M. Dirksen of 
Illinois has indicated a willing­ 
ness to consider the proposal. 
Although some of the gover­ 
nors have called for the replace­ 
ment of Burch, they thus far 
have been unable to find a can­ 
didate willing to have his name 
put up as a rival. 


GEORGETOWN. British Gui­ 
ana (AP) — Charging irregular­ 
ities in the general election that 
cost him his legislative majori­ 
ty, Marxist Premier Cheddi Ja­ 
gan maneuvered today to re­ 
main in the government of Brit­ 
ish Guiana. 
Jagan made clear he would 
fight attempts to install a coali­ 
tion government made up of 
Forbes Burnham’s Negro Peo­ 
ple’s 
National 
Congress 
and 
Peter D’Aguiar’s ultra-conserv­ 
ative United Force. 
Instead, Jagan, leader of the 
British colony’s East Indians, 
proposed that he and Burnham 
join forces in a coalition as “the 
quickest way to achieve nation­ 
al independence and economic 
and social peace.” 
If Jagan achieved such a coa­ 
lition, and with the East Indians 
outnumbering the Negroes 3 to 
2, he would be in a good position 
to win the next election. 
But the possibility of Burn­ 
ham agreeing to a coalition with 
Jagan was considered remote. 
Jagan telephoned his proposal 
to Burnham and the latter re­ 
plied, “If you send me a propos­ 
al in writing, then I’ll study it.” 
Burnham, a moderate Social­ 
ist, has refused to team up with 
Jagan before. 
Burnham said he had talked 
with D’Aguiar in general terms 
about a partnership He said he 
anticipated no difficulties in get­ 
ting together with the conserva­ 
tive leader. 


The final official count from 
Monday’s election showed Ja- 
gan’s People’s Progressive par­ 
ty received 109.332 votes, or 45 8 
per cent, and 24 National As­ 
sembly seats. Burnham’s party 
had 96,657 or 40 5 per cent, 
worth 22 seats, and D’Aguiar’s 
forces got 29,612, or 12.4 per 
cent, and 7 seats. 
The Burnham-D'Aguiar coali­ 
tion favored by British Gov. Sir 
Richard Luyt would have a five- 
seat margin over Jagan’s party. 
Jagan achieved a vote plurali­ 
ty, just as he did in becoming 
the colony’s first premier in 
1961. But he did not get a major­ 
ity. which was necessary to stay 
in power under the proportional 
representation system the Brit­ 
ish adopted to get Jagan out.

ANSWER: It is interesting lo realize that the largest 
animal which ever appeared on earth -greater than any of 
the dinosaurs—is still living today. The blue or sulphur- 
bottomed whale is the king of all great size, up to 111 tent 
long with a weight of 150 tons. The great size is possible 
because the water holds up the whale s body. To give you 
an idea of the size of such a whale s baby, imagine you 
could lift one out of the ocean on one side of a huge scale; 
on the other side. you place two very large elephants. The 
babv whale would tip the scales on his side. 
Though small compared with whales, an elephant, on 
land, is the biggest thing on legs. He can stand im feet 
at the shoulder and weigh up to 14,000 pounds. Baby ele­ 
gants are big babies indeed, weighing about 200 pounds 
vhen born and .standing 3 feet high When first born, they 
are quite hairy, but this wears off. Mother elephants must 
guard the babies from tigers and lions. The babies hide 
between the mother s legs. She guides them around very 
carefully when they are too young to tend tor themselves, 
placing her trunk along a baby's back.

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Other Awards Presented 
Dr. King Accepts Nobel 
Peace Prize For 1964 


OSLO, Norway (AP) — Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr., Ameri­ 
can Negro civil rights leader, 
accepted the 1964 Nobel Peace 
Prize today as “profound recog­ 
nition that nonviolence is the 
answer to the crucial political 
and moral question of our time 
— the need for man to over­ 
come oppression and violence 
without resorting to violence 
and oppression.” 
In companion ceremonies la­ 
ter in Stockholm, Sweden, Nobel 
awards in physics, chemistry 
and 
medicine 
were 
to 
be 
presented 
to 
two 
American 
scientists, an English woman, a 
German and two Russians. 
Gunnar Jahn, chairman of the 
Norwegian Parliament’s Nobel 
Committee, presented the gold 
medal and diploma in a cere­ 
mony at Oslo University on the 
68th anniversary of the death of 
the donor, Alfred Nobel, Swed­ 
ish inventor of dynamite. 
King got the monetary award 
of 273,000 Swedish kroner — $53,- 
123 — and announced he had 
given it to the civil rights cause. 
King, 35, is the 12th American 
and the third Negro to win the 
peace prize. He was honored for 
asserting the principle of nonvi­ 
olence in the civil rights move­ 
ment. 
Before the ceremony, King 
had a private audience with 
King Olav V. The monarch, 
members of the government, 
and other Norwegian leaders 
were present at the ceremony. 
Also there were King’s wife, 
Coretta, his father and mother 
and brother, and members of 
the American civil rights move­ 
ment. 


At Stockholm’s Concert Hall, 
Swedish King Gustav VI Adolf 
was to hand out the other 
awards. 
Among the recipients was Dr. 
Charles H. Townes, 49, provost 
of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, 
who 
shares 
the 
physics prize with two Russians, 
Nikolay Basov, 42, and Alexand­ 
er Prochorov, 48. Townes re­ 
ceived half of the award. 
The three were honored for 
basic research on the powerful 
light and radio beams called 
laser and maser, which may 
open up unlimited horizons in 
the fields of medicine, industry, 
space and communications, but 
could also be used for develop­ 
ment of a possible “death ray.” 
Harvard biochemist Dr. Kon­ 
rad Bloch, 52, split the prize for 
physiology and medicine with 
German Feodor Lynen, 53, of 
Munich, for their research in 
the fight against heart disease. 
The two were credited with im­ 
portant discoveries in the regu­ 
lation of cholesterol, the fatty 
acid often blamed as a cause of 
heart ailments. 
Dorothy Crowfoot Hodgkin, a 
biochemist and professor at Ox­ 
ford University in England, won 
the award for chemistry. She 
was the only woman to win a 
Nobel Prize in 1964 and the third 
of her sex so honored in chemis­ 
try. 
The 
French 
author-philoso- 
pher, Jean-Paul Sartre, won the 
prize for literature but rejected 
it. Sartre said “a writer should 
be recognized only through his 
work and unhampered by prizes 
whether it be a Nobel Prize or a 
sack of potatoes.”
